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During a telephonic conversation with Mr. Martin Hay, it was discussed the 
stereochemistry issue recited in claim 34 (see Previous Office Action, item 4b) that 
reads: "A compound as claimed in any one of claims 1 to 12, 19 and 21 to 22, wherein 
the alpha atom in Y has the conformation that would result from construction from D- 
alpha-aminoacid NH 2 -CH(Cy)-COOH where the NH 2 represents part of X-X". The claim 
covers a situation where Y can have a conformation of retention, inversion or mixture of 
both. Applicants did not recite whether Y is the result of inversion or retention of the 
construction. Applicants indicate that their compounds are "D" that are the result of the 
retention, but claim 34 is not limited to the "D" (i.e. alpha atom in Y is D). Applicants 
were told that the D conformation is acceptable. Applicants will decide and call on this 
matter.
